It is apparent that the meeting: pljaice was in a 
hotel and that they intended to Beet on the second floor of 
the hotel at a barber shop and then possibly go elsewhere from 
the barber shop. Based on the above information the Chicago ..-Hii 
Office made spot checks at known meeting places of the hoodlums 
on the west side of the city of Chicago, but due to the comments 
made by HUMPHREYS that ” if they’re there we’ll know where . - 
they’re picking us up", great effort was made so that the 
hoodlums were not aware of the surveillance with the result 
that no information was obtained concerning the -location of 
their meeting.
